THE SCHOOL BOARD ELECTION, 


Sir,—Will you allow me to make a correction of statements of fact with 
regard to views which the writer of an article appearing in your paper yesterday 
believes me to hold ? | 

[ see it is stated that I wish to introduce the Apostles’ Creed into the schoo} 
course, I made the proposal criginally with a view of uniting all Churehimen 
and many Nonconformists, Jews already having a syllabus of their own, my 
main object was tosecure acommon starting-point for Christian denominations. 
If, as it now seems, this object is unattainable, do not) wish to 
introduce the Apostles’ Creed. In any case, it would have involved 
no greater test to teachers than is undergone by Jews who are appointed to 
teach the Jewish Syllabus in Board Schools: and it would) practically have 
served to define the standard of Christian teaching now generally given, ; 

My proposal to obtain special facilities for denominational teaching within 
or without the schools is not intended, and, in my opinion, certainly would not 
operate to abolish “ Bible lessons, or any religious or moral instruction” at the 
Board schools attended by Jewish children. [T desire the present arrangement 
to continue for those who wish it. For those who wish for more detinite 
denominational teaching, more definite denominational teaching ought to be 
available, 

At the present time, in a Christian Voluntary School in London, a Rabbi is 
admitted to give denominational teaching to the Jewish children during school 
hours, ‘The arrangement works, and has worked, admirably, 1 am anxious that 
the same arrangement should be possible in Board Schools, or else that Jewish 
children should be withdrawn for the same purpose in localities where this 1s 
preferred, |

THE DREYFUS CASE, 

~ Sirn,—No Jew who has the honour of his race at heart can look on unmoved 
at the drama that is ae played in France, in which it is not only a man’s whole 
life that is at stake, but the patriotism of Jews and their fidelity to those who 
entrust them with important secrets have been also on their trial, The umty of 
Israel has never been so well exemplified as in the Dreyfus case. All the 
Dreyfuses in France were Jews, ergo all the Jews in France were Dreyfuses, 
Now, however, Frenchmen are beginning to doubt the evidence upon which 
this man was sentenced to a punishment worse than death. Condemned after a 
secret trial, adjudged guilty by the anti-Semite organs before he had been tried, 
subjected to the grossest indignity, and sent to drag out his dishonoured life on 
the Ile du Diable, Dreyfus has not been left to go down to his grave with the 
brand of perfidy upon him without an attempt being made to prove his 
nee was in Paris at the time of his trial, and almost every Jew I met there 
seemed stricken with mortal terror. It was as though a father or a brother 
were being tried for some heinous offence, the consequences of which would be 
visited upon the whole family, The Grand Rabbin was almost the only Jew | 
met who believed Dreyfus innocent, and he even hardly dared to utter his 
OP Belief in Dreyfus’ innocence meant treason to the State, and it was 
dangerous for any man to champion his cause, One man, and one man only, 
had the courage to brave all the consequences In his zeal to clear the honour of 
Dreyfus, and the fair fame of Israel. That man was Bernard Lazare. He never 
knew Dreyfus or any of his wor yl His duties as journalist brought the case 
under his notice, and it attracted him by the peculiar proceedings that charac- 
terised it. He studied the case deeply, and at last came to the conclasion that 
either a gross miscarriage of justice had taken place, or Dreyfus was the victim 
of one of the most diabolical plots of modern times, From the time that he 
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came to this opinion until the present day he has never relaxed his efforts for 
one single moment. He has followed the matter up, quietly linking facts 
together, until he has got together a chain of evidence that has convinced some 
of the most serious-minded and respected Frenchmen of the justice of his cause. 
And he bas not done this without the greatest of sacrifices. A Jlittérateur 
of European renown, whose work was welcomed in every | French 
paper, he has, since he took up this noble task of clearing his 
coreligionist, been boycotted by all the papers who formerly welcomed his 
contributions because they dared not print any of his work without fear of 
being themselves accused of coquetting with treason. He wasa literary and a 
social leper, people even feared to receive bim at their houses because they 
were afraid of being themselves compromised, But no obstacles were allowed 
to deter him, and there is every prospect now that his noble efforts will be 
crowned with success. Among Jews who have striven for the well-being of 
their race the name of Bernard Lazare will always stand high. He has not quite 
achieved his holy object, but he is on the high road to it. Tam sure the hearts 
of all Jews are with him in his self:imposed task of setting free the to him 
unknown Dreyfus and keeping untarnished the good name of Jew.

STATUES PROHIBITED BY LAW, 


StR,—In the year 1sb0 there was a wish in New Orleans to honour the 
memory of the late Judah Touro by the erection of a statue of that great 
philanthrophist. There not being a Chief Rabbi of the United States, to the 
credit of the Jewish community, they not wishing to act contrary to Jewish 
Law, before domg so requested my most intimate friend, the Rev. J. K. 
Giutheim (not an orthodox Rabbi, I, therefore, congratulated him when 
he gave up the ministry and followed the legal profession for a short time) to 
obtain the decision of the few learned and pious gentlemen, the late Dr, N. M. 
Adler, our ever lamented Chief Rabbi, Rabbi Hirsch of Frankfort, Dr. Z. 
Krankel of Breslau, and Chief Rabbi Rappoport. of Prague, whether a 
statue might be erected in honour of the deceased philanthropist “ provided 
such action be not in conflict with the laws and usages of Israel.” I refer you, 
Mr, Editor and your readers, to the nineteenth volume of the “ Occident,” pages 
4% to 58, in which you will find the statements of the replies are almost identical 
—that the erection of a statue, whether in honour of the dead or 
hen) is prohibited by Jewish law. I will be pleased. to show anyone these 

ecisions. 

Here in London we have a Chief Rabbi, butas there is an un-Jewish move- 
ment taking pie for the porpees of the erection of a statue in honour of Sir 
George Faudel Phillips, the ex-Lord Mayor, although our Chief Rabbi has 
stated the erection of a statue is prohibited, I ask him in the name of 
Judaism to poblien his opinions on the same, as his lamented father and other 
eminent Rabbis did, and through their prompt answers the Towa statue was 
abandoned, I ask Dr, Adler, as Chief Rabbi, to assert his authority and prohibit 
the making and setting up of such a statue. I ask that gentleman, as Chief 
Rabbi, to prevent the East London Synagogue from holding meetings in their 
committee room in connection with this movement. What will our synagogue 
do next? If we have a Chief Rabbi and Beth Din I wish to see them act with 
independence. I would suggest, Mr. Editor, that you should publish from the 
“ Occident” one decision each week if the whole is too much for one insertion. 

The ex-Lord Mayor has shown his benevolence this record year in a truly 
generous spirit, and the community could not honour him better than by 
endowing a bed in the new building of the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home, which 
will shortly be opened at Clapham, and calling it the George Faudel Phillips 
bed.

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THE DREYFUS CASE. 


The Daily Chronicle of yesterday published a special article giving the 
substance of M. Bernard Lazare's para on the Dreyfus case. We 
ourselves fully reviewed his first pamphlet before so many converts had been 
made, Summarising M. Lazare’s contention our contemporary observes: “ For 
him there is no manner of doubt that Captain Dreyfus has fallen a victim to the 
machinations of those who, in the Libre Parole and elsewhere, prior to 1892 
already preached the doctrine that Jews never can be genuine Frenchmen ; that 
all the Jews in the army are tainted with the ‘fatality of the race,’ and that, 
as they are mostly traitors in disguise, the Government ought to protect the 
French nation by not allowing Israelites ever to become officers. It 1s certainly 
a significant and deplorable fact that the arrest of Captain Dreyfus in October, 
1844. was first of all announced by the anti-Semitic Libre Parole of Nov. 1. 
They professed not to know his name, but, wrote they, ‘Look among the 
Dreyfuses, the Mayers, or the Levys. He must be among the crew. And he 
was a Jew, therefore guilty! The Libre Parole expressed regret that the 


culprit could not be shot at once, sans forme de preces, but consoled itself with 


the thought that sueh a miscreant could not possibly be a Frenchman. How 
was it possible, asks M. Lazare pertinently, that the bre Parole obtained 
its information except through an-‘indiseretion’ of the prosecuting officer, 
Commandant du Paty de Clam? It was not to be the only one of these ‘indis- 
eretions, the Lihr, Parole constantly publishing the first news about the ‘ affaire 
Dreyfus,’ 
Dreyfus into a self«betrayal by ordering him to write down, by his dictation, 
portions of the famous ‘ Bordereau. The captain's hand was seen trembling : 
that wasa sign of cailt, and he was arrested! But, as the commandant had, all 


the while, the warrant for the captain's arrest mm his pocket, the comedy he 


played was entirely superfluous, Such an emotion ina man, who finds himself 
suddenly suspected, is, moreover, nothing wonderful. 

“Then commenced against Dreyfus an astounding newspaper campaign, The 
captain was condemned, over and over again, before he was tried, and some 
french newspaper men threatened him with lynch-law if he were acquitted, 
through the endeavours of what was called ‘la haute Juiverie.’ 

“The conduct of General Mercier, the then Minister of War, was also, to say 
the least, improper. On November 28th, 1804, for instance, he stated in an 
interview with a correspondent of the #ig7rv, that the charyzes against Dreyfus 
were overwhelming, that his guiltwas beyond a shadow of doubt, and that the 
captain had had accomplices. It was stated that Dreyfus had been a suspect 
for three years, and that, although his infamy was proved, there was no proof 
that he had ever received the reward for his treason. “M. Lazare avers that not 
a single one of these statements could be substantiated subsequently, 


' General Mercier went further than this. M. Bernard Lazare now repeats 
his statement against him that the Minister once more intervened at the trial 
itself with the mysterious letter signed D., which the General said had been 
intercepted whilst on its way between the German and Italian Embassies in Paris, 
The contents he declined to divulge, because to do so might endanger the peace- 
ful relations of France with her neighbours. But he urged the court-martial 
to accept his word for it that the letter was really in the handwriting of Cap- 
tain Dreyfus, and ayain proved his infamy beyond a shadow of a doubt. The 
judges, who were hesitating, yielded at last to this pressure from above, and con- 
demned a brother officer on a letter which neither Dreyfus nor his counsel, 
Maitre Demange, ever saw. 

“ Tlow was this extraordinary incident ever known? By General Mercier in 
person. He disclosed it ina letter to the Paris £./a/rin September, 1896, thus 
violating himself the secrecy of the proceedings against Dreyfus which he had 
demanded as a national necessity. ” 

“The reports of experts in hand-writing are appénded, Mr, J. Holt Schooling

First I find that the incriminating document is not written in a disguised hand- 
writing; the “gesture” and movement of the handwriting is so free, natural and 
spontaneous, that whoever wrote this document did not write it in a purposely disguised 
or false handwriting. Of this I feel quite sure. As regards the letters admitted to be 
written by Captain Dreyfus, and by ex-Captain Dreyfus, which you have submitted to 
me, I tind also that these also are quite natural and spontaneous specimens of hand- 
writing; there is no attempt to falsify or to disguise the gesture or the movement of 
the hand in the act of writing. Therefore, I am able to say with contidence 
that the handwriting of the incriminating document, and ‘also the admitted hand- 
writing of Captain Dreyfus, and of ex-Captain Dreyfus, are both natural and spontaneous 
handwriting, neither of them being disguised. 7 | 
for example, as the improbability of ex-Captain Dreyfus writing such a paper as this 
incriminating document in a non-disguised hand (assuming it to have been written by 
him)—this and other points touch the judicial aspects of this case rather than that of the 
expert witness. Therefore I go on to point out that these two natural and spontaneous 
handwritings show many points of difference, although at a casual glance, there is much 
similarity between the two handwritings. The general similarity between the hand- 
writing of the incriminating document and the admitted handwriting of Captain Dreyfus 
is apparent to the most superficial observer, but when I come to analyse these two hand- 
writings, as two pieces of written gesture, and to look below the surface, this apparent 
similarity vanishee, and many very important points of difference are seen to exist. 


Mr, Walter de Gray Birch, of the British Museum, in two reports expresses 
the clear opinion :— that Captain Dreyfus is not the writer of the alleged docu- 
ments, and I have no doubt or mental reservation in this respect. 

The following is from the report by Mr. Thomas Henry Gurrin, Fellow of 
the Royal Microscopical Society, England, Fellow of the Royal Geographical 
Society, England, expert in handwriting, expert recognised and employed by the 
Public Prosecutor of Her Majesty's Treasury, Whitehall, London, the Com- 
missioner of Police, Scotland Yard. the Bank of England, the Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, and by other public bodies. Mr. Gurrin has given evidence in cases of dis- 
puted handwriting before the judges of the Supreme Courts, as well as before 
the judges of the Criminal Assize and Sessional Courts for over twelve years 
past. He has been engaged on hundreds of cases with almost invariable success, 
and can conscientiously affirm that his experience in the detection of forged and 
disguised handwritings is very extensive : 


Having now (he says) had ample time to study and analyse the handwriting in the 
document attributed to Captain Dreyfus, and to make a careful comparison of this hand- 
writing with the authentic handwriting of Captain Dreyfus, as shown by the specimens 
written by him in 1890 and 1895, I am now in a posi'ion to confirm the preliminary report 
furnished by me in this matter on March 9th of the present year. 

From my examination of the document attributed to Captain Dreyfus, on which I 
have devoted a great deal of my time for many weeks past, I am convinced that this ig not 
the disguised hand of Captain Dreyf us, but another distinct hand, in which some instances 
of simnilarit y have been intentionally introduced. 

In my own experience within the last year I had experience of a case in which one 
man was accused of writing certain documents on account of the most remarkable simi- 
larity between his own handwriting and the documents in question. He alleged that they 
were not in his handwriting, but that they were in the handwriting of another man, who 
was in the court at the time. The two men were asked to write. to dictation at the same 
time. They consented, and wrote simultaneously, and, to the astonishment of every one 
in court, the specimens they wrote proved conclusively that the writings of the two men 
bore a most remarkable similarity to one another. In fact, it was practically impossible 
to distinguish the difference. |

CENTENARY OF THE WESTERN SYNAGOGUE. 


Il. 


How Affairs were Regulated. 

it is essential to a proper understanding of the history of the Western Con- 
gregation to inquire how its affairs were regulated round about 70 years ago. 
The governing body consisted of a Principal or Patron (APN UNI), ty 
Wardens, a Treasurer, an Overseer of the poor, five Directors (OO IN ALNIN) 
Committee of Seven (HUA YD WWI), and the past Wardens, These comprised 
what was called 27) 23. There were also two Treasurers of the Burial Society, 
and a Treasurer of the * Accumulating Fund,” established in 1826 to liquidate a 
debt to Mr. Rees. 

The office of 27P7 WN was a life appointment. He presided over the 
service and at vestry meetings for a month in turn with the two Wardens. The 
monthly oflice of President was thus shared between these three officers. Each had 
to be prepared to advance the synagogue, for short periods, £50 towards current 
expenses. The Treasurer and Overseer of the poor had each to be prepared to 
advance £20. - The Directors assisted the executive in drawing up lists of those 
who were to be called to the reading of the Law on holidays. They and the 
committee of seven had to attend all meetings of PPT 23, 

The newly-elected honorary officers used to be proclaimed in the synagogue 
on Muy NY before WS, and they were introduced into their seats by the 
retiring oflicers on the Friday evening of “5, before the reading of 
In the present day we are too busy for such old-fashioned courtesies.

An Elaborate System of Fines. 

The Synagogue was largely supported by an elaborate system of fines, It 
almost raises a Smile in this age of excessive liberty to read how the Western Syna- 
rogue folks of former times were mulcted in heavy sums for comparatively 
trivial offences. If a privileged member declined to serve an office to which he 
was elected, he was subjected to a fine, which varied from £15 in the case of a 
If, how- 
ever, he refused to serve after having previously consented, he was liable to a 
double tine ; and on his refusal to serve an office to which he had been re-elected, 
to half the usual fine. It will be remembered that it was the imposition of such 
a punishment by the Bevis Marks authorities for his refusal to accept. the oflice 
of Warden which led to the secession of Isaac D'Israeli from the community, 

Officials, likewise, were penalised for neglect of duties, [f, for instance, the Baal 
Koreh encountered a mistake in the scroll from which he was publicly reading, 
and which should have been corrected on the day before, he rendered himself, 
liable to ba fined for disturbing the service ; for the scroll would have had to be 
put back, and another taken out in its place. 

A member of the 274)" 23 who failed to attend a meeting to which he was 
summoned had to pay a monetary penalty unless he had sent an apology ; also, if 
ae left the meeting without the President’s consent, or transgressed the rules of 
debate. 

A member was mulcted in various sumns—if he did not keep his seat, and 
conduct himself with propriety during Divine service ; or if he brought a child 
under four years of age to Synagogue ; or if he neglected to attend a written 
summons to be “called up” without having sent a refusal; or if, being a 
3)"N, he failed to attend, or was “‘ called up,” elsewhere ; or if he left the read- 
ing-deek before the J22Y 'D was concluded ; or if he was “called up” and 
publicly refused the call. In the last case, the fine was originally fixed at 39 
half-crowns, though it was subsequently reduced to £2 2x. 

It is to be hoped that so gross a breach of decorum did not often occur. But 
there is a record of such an occurrence in the year 1823, when a Mr. A.B, 
having committed this offence, was required to beg pirdon publicly 2p 94N3, 
and “ fined in the mitigated penalty of 39 shillings.” The form of pardon which 
he recited was to this effect :— |

Rights and Obligations of Members. 


There were two classes of members—privileged.members and ordinary seat- 
holders. The former class enjoyed such special privileges 48 voting at the election of 
honorary and salaried officers, being eligible to serve all the honorary offices, 
taking precedence in WIP NPBN, reading "WN and 82) on Jahrzeits and 
during the year of mourning, being eligible to read TINY VY on the night of 
‘YI 23, and to stand }3D on the occasion of a 1)¥1 73 or 720M. 

When two members had an equal right to be called to a particular portion 
of the Law, or to say Y”3P, the claim was settled by lot. Members could pur- 
chase honours. Even the right of }3D could be purchased, except on festivals, 
The minimum amount which a member could offer on a particular occasion was 
strictly regulated. Thus, on New Year, no one might offer lese than five shillings 
foreach of the three Misheberechs he was obliged to make. . 

Every member was expected to be called to the Law at least twice a yoar 
on ordinary Sabbaths. To ensure this regulation being complied with, a N5D1n of 
five shillings in the pound was added to his yearly account, and the amount of 
his offerings on ordinary Sabbaths deducted from this additional rate. Members

Origin of the Westminster School. 

As the origin of this school is shrouded in a great deal of mystery, it will 
be useful to give some account of it in this. connection, and the more #o aa its 
earliest minute-books (supposed to have been lost) repose among the archives of 
the Western Synagogue. It was founded in 1819-20 (55480), and it grow out of 
the unofficial educational labours of 32% (Mr. Solomon Graeditz), 
Solomon Graeditz waa the Rabbi of the Denmark Court Congregation ; and 
although he was a poor man, he gratuitously devotéd his apare time to teaching 
the children of the poor. On this account he has been aptly compared to John 
Pound. When the work on which he had been engaged for some years had been 
consolidated in 1819-20, and the constitution of the school laid down, it was ex. 
preasly resolved, ‘That Mr. Solomon Graeditz only be considered the founder of 
the institution.” This excellent man died tn 1827. Ita object, as stated in this consti 
tution, wasthat “ male children of the Jewish persuasion (whose parenta are unable 
to afford them education) be instructed in Hebrew and Knglish, writing and 
arithmetic ; that the principles of religion be carefully inculcated, and every 
exertion used to make them good and useful members of society.” It commenced 
with fourteen lads, and the numbers were soon increased to twenty. The clothing 
department was added some five yours later—about 1825, The scholars used to 
receive new clothes at Rosh Hashana, when they paraded the synagogue to ex. 
hibit them to the subscribers. ey attended afternoon service at the Western 
Synagogue, and every Monday and Thursday morning to read OMAN with their 
teacher. The special seats provided for them were not erected until a later period. 
At firat the school was held in the master’s private house, It was not until 1437, 
under the schoolmastership of Mr. N. Label, of Norwich, that appropriate

Serious Demonstrations against Conversionists 
at Jerusalem. 


OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 


JERUSALEM, OCTOBER 1897. 


While the readers of the Jewish Chronicle have of late had laid before 
them suggestions asto improving the condition of the living at Jerusalem, much 
excitement has been roused here in reference to the burial of the dead. A 
few weeks ago the monotony of the city was disturbed by acts of unprece- 
dented desecration of the graves in one of the cemeteries here, 

Mention has heretofore been made in these coiumns of a community 
here called the American Colony, a company of Christian religionists who are 
really doing good, and setting an example of true humanity. They are 
esteemed and liked by the entire population except the missionaries, for they 
do not approve of the efforts and methods of the missionaries in debauching 
our people. This American colony have for years buried their dead in a 
cemetery on Mount Zion with the permission of the owners, who were a 


missionary society in America called the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 


Missions, Wishing to inter one of their number who had died they found 
the cemeter\ had been sold to replenish the: depleted mission treasury, and 
the tombstones remaved, the vround levelled and the bodies exhumed and 
dismembered to cet them into small boxes ino whieh they were carried away 
on the backs of porters. All this was done in the vreatest secreey because 
it was contrary to ‘Purkish law and lest a protest on the part of the Americans 
should defeat their seheme, | 

While one American Missionary Society was) thus committing this sacrileve 
of the dead, hd if breaking the law without seruple, ah Kenelish Mission 
was stirring up all Perusalem. and bringing the pressure of the English Consul 
tobear onthe Turkish authorities to compel the Jews to accord a ritual burial 
to a Pewess, 

Some time avo the Jewish Chronicle reported the prohibition issued by all 
the Rabbis against attendance at the missionary institutions secured at the 
inativation of the Society, formed about a year age under the name of 
Israel and whieh has since vrown to be of considerable proportions, One of 
the atems of penalty of this / was deprivationof mtual burial to any who 
might die an the mission hospital, “Phe said proved effective, but stil 


awaited a test case to determine its real strength. ‘Vhis case occurred on the 


last day of the recent) Festival of Tabernacles. Uhe news spread rapidly 
among the poptlation that.a woman recently arrived from Greece, and who had 
been warned of the consequences, had died in the new Enghsh mission hospital. 
The excitement became universal. kor thirty hours the missionaries 
worked hard to force the Jewish community to bury the dead. Meanwhile 
the members of the Society of Binet Isracl watehed the hospital 
and the Jewish cemetery, lest the missionaries might have the body taken 
toa Jewish house or to the Jewish cemetery. The governor did his utmost to 
comply with the wishes of the English Consul, to whom the hospital people 
applied, and spared no pains to induce the Chief Rabbi Eljashar to permit the 
body to be buried in the Jewish Cemetery. But the entire community, with 
unparalleled harmony, decided to yield only to force, saying to the Pasha that 
only by his giving them a written command would they bury her—a step which 
it was correctly supposed the Pasha could not take, having no law or precedent to 
enable him to command anything which the Rabbis declared was against their 
ritual. Atlast the Pasha, though it displeased him somewhat, had to accept the 
advice of the Chacham Bashi, and have the dead buried by Mohamedan porters 
ina piece of ground behind the Jewish Cemetery on the Mount of Olives. 
This piece of ground was acquired by the missionaries about fifty years ago. 
when a similar Issur was proclaimed by the Chacham Bashi of that time known 
as the great Rabbi Agan. Inthe absence of a proper organisation of the Jewish 
community and the lack of a legally informed dragoman to be the channel of 
communication with the Turkish authorities, as the Christian communities 
have, confusion is hkely to: occur in all our communal matters with the 
Government, And so in this case the excitement was constantly augmented by 
additional rumours. The people were told that the body in question would be 
interred in the Jewish cemetery under the protection of a police guard. 
Hundreds assembled at the cemetery to make a demonstration against the sup- 
posed unlawful measure, and this gave oceasion to the police to exhibit before 
the excited spectators their authority. 

Some of the latter had the courage to resist when they were unlawfully 
attacked. A small skirmish took place, but without any serious result. The 
body was finally interred in the piece of ground mentioned belonging to the 
missionaries,.and the Jewish community has for once asserted its rights. 

The missionaries, who pose as teachers of mceekneéss, did not bear their 
defeat with resignation, They fully understood that what has occurred gives. 
the death blow to their mission hospital work among the Jews. They caused 
another protest to be handed to the Pasha, and induced the police to complain 
against the Jews. The Pasha, in order to give. some satisfac- 
tion to the losing party, displayed some displeasure towards M. 
Haim Eljashar, the son of the Chacham Bashi and M. Nissim Behar, 
the Director of the Alliance School, who acted as the mediators between the 
Governor and the Chief Rabbi. These two gentlemen were detained at the 
police office more than one hour, which had the appearance of an arrest, and 
eight Jewish porters, who acted as watchmen at the cemetery, were actually 
imprisoned, This caused great excitement. The following day, however, they 
were released, and matters resumed their normal condition. We are assured 
that one Jew, an old man, who has not the strength to get away, is the sole’ 
Jewish occupant of the beautiful new large mission hospital. 

It is worthy of record that in their defence of their people against the 
snares of the missionaries, the Jewish community have the sympathy not only of 
their Mohammedan compatriots but also of al] Christians who have not vested

“THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


Relaxation of Restrictions upon Jewish Students 
at Odessa University. | 
| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 


The gradual and material relaxation of the prohibitive ministerial regula- 
ion under which the number of the Jewish students in the Odessa University 
aii hitherto’not allowed to exceed 10 per cent. of the total alumni is noteworthily 
Jcnificant of the greater tolerance which happily characterises the present 
Z The modifization of this peculiarly harsh, unjust, and vexatious disa- 
‘; the more remarkable, inasmuch as its author, or ostensible author, 
Count Delyanoff, the Minister of Public Instruction, was formerly the obedient 
disciple and emulative subordinate of the late’ Count Tolstoi, whose tvrannical 
appression of the University students led to something like a general mutiny. 
Count Delyanoff may or may not be the real reformer in this matter. but since 
+ is under his personal gis and sign manual that the gratifying innovation is 
— extended we may assign to his Excellency all the credit that is due to him. 
remarking only that it has been during the few short years since the accession 
of Nicolai 1. that the Ministry of Public Instruction has so signally ameliorated 
the previous stringency of its anti-Semitic ordinances, 

On the recent opening of the Winter Session of the Odessa University no 
‘ower than cighty-two Jewish students were registered in the various faculties. 
To the English reader this proportion may appear very inconsiderable, but it 
represents an EXCESS of sixty-seven Jewish students over and above the revula- 
Hon percentage. Last year the excess was about forty, hence the greater hope 
that these so-called ‘privileged exceptions” made by the Minister of Public 
Instruction in favour of the Jews will annually increase in number until the 
old prohibitive limitation has become null and void and absolutely inoperative, 
With a continuance of the present ratio of progress in this abolitionary dirce- 
fon.afew years will suffice for the practic | equalisation of the respective

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proportions of Christianand Jewish students attending the Odessa University. 
It isnot my own humble opinion only, but that of a large number of well- 
formed and close observers of the changed and changing course of Russia's 
ternal economy under the present lberal-minded and well-meaning Monareh 
that many of the more intolerant of Jewish disabilities will be gradually: 
and. comparatively, rapidly removed by irregular processes similar to that 
icerihed above with regard to the Jewish himitation inthe South Russian 
University. In this wise, and given that sueecediny Ministers manifest 2 
progressively liberal tendency with our moving times, there is much to he 
aeeomplished by means of the broad discretion permitted to Departmental 
chiefs, For example, had Count Delyanoff formally submitted to the Couneil 
of Ministers a legislative modification of the existing regulations with regard to 
the Jewish students in the Odessa University and the various gymmasia in 
Southern Russia, it would in all probability bave been rejected. But bis 
discretionary power of making “ exceptions ” may be sufhiciently far extended as 
practically to nullify the letter and the spirit of an important clause in the 
civil code. What the Minister of Public Instruction may do in the exer- 
cise of his personal discretion may also be done by the Minister of the Interior 
and other departmental Chiefs. It 1s immaterial to the Jews by what means, or 
by what irregular processes the disabilities under which they suffer are removed, 
so long as the oppressive and obstructional barriers are actually broken down. 
In various ways and directions the Minister of the Interior, M. Goremykin, has 
already manifested a liberal and tolerant spirit in the exercise of his Ministerial 
discretion in favour of the Jews, but it must be remembered that no Russian 
Minister, however good his intentions, may safely venture to move quickly in a 
question of reform, There is a reactionary ¢ntewrage about the throne which 
keeps a watchful observation upon “reforming” ministers, but happily the bale- 
ful power of that conservative and high-placed clique is now by no means so 
dominant asit was during the last reign. , 

One of the lesser Jewish questions which has recently agitated the municipal 
althorities in St. Petersburg is whether Jewish compositors shall have the right of 
permanent domicile in the capital.

Russia, which had hitherto heen the yreat 
buybear of their race, was now in a quiescent state so far as they were con 
cerned, Roumania was still a very doubtful place, and they had stall very muels 
difliculty in aiding their brethren there, who were subject to many persecution 
Still, they endeavoured to protect them as well as they were able. The second 
object of the Association was the spread of education, and in that matter thy 
had made yreat progress, ‘They had succeeded in obtaming admirable quarters 
for a Jewish Girls’ Sehool in Jerusalem, and he thought they could congratulat 


themselves that they had been able to pay for this largely out of their education 


fund, It was also satisfactory to know that they were contrituting 1s, ial, pet 
head towards the education of the children in their schools, It was pleasant 


‘that they were able to do so much for their poorer brethren, 


The Rev. Dr. Lowy said there had been a lessening of persecution abroad, 
but it still existed in some places, and where it did exist was as terrible as in 
former times. Persia was a country where the Government were civilised but 
where the people did il to those of their faith, The Shah himself no doubt 
desired to be impartial and benevolent to all his subjects without distinction of 
creed, but the Mullahs were extreme in their ill-treatment of the Jews. Thanks 
to the excellent men who represented the British Government in Persia, they 
would, he thought, soon be able to establish a school at Teheran. The Man 
chester Branch of the Association was growing satisfactory, but they must 
obtain more sympathisers and.subseribers, for they wished to make progress 
In particular the Association was desirous of doing all that was porsrile te 
educate the Jewish girls—(hear, hear), One thing they had been able todo was 


the establishment of a college for the training of ministers and teachers in. 


Turkey, and already six ministers bad been sent out from the colleyve, In reward 
to Russia there was a hope that the present Tear, who was so closely related to 
the English royal family, would show more mercy and commiseration toward 


the Jews than his predecessors had done, They had a distinct hope that a 


better day was dawning for their unfortunate kinsmen in that land—(applause ).

The Late Lord Mayor. 


(n 'l'uesday last, Lord Mayor's Day, Sir George Faudel Phillips, the late Lord 
\layor, was greeted by the crowds watching the time-honoured procession from 
the Guildhall to the Law Courts with enthusiastic cheering along the entire 
route. At the Law Courts the Recorder, when introducing the new Lord Mayor 
to the Judges, referred in glowing phrases to the interesting and brilliant 


mayoralty of Sir George Faudel Phillips in a most memorable year. Mr, Justice , 


Mathew, in concluding his speech of congratulation to the Lord Mayor, said that 
he re-echoed every word that had fallen from the lips of the Recorder in regard 
to Sir George Faudel-Phillips. Personally, he said, he could not fail to recog- 
nise the retiring Lord Mayor’s services to the country and to the State, and the 
splendid hospitality hé had dispensed at the Mansion House. He could only 
«xpress the sincere wish that the past Lord Mayor might live long to enjoy the 
honours conferred upon him. | . 

At the Banquet in the Guildhall, the Home Secretary, in proposing the toast 
of the Corperation, said: IT would further say one word or two in connec- 
tion, not with the collective toast of the Lord Mayor and the Corporation, but 
with the late Lord Mayor, (Cheers.) IT amcontident that no Lord Mayor ever 
relinquished office leaving greater friendships behind, him than the late Lord 
Mayor has done. He has had a difficult year of office, but he had in one respect 
amost glorious year—the most memorable year, at all events, which we who are 
alive now know of in English history. All of us who saw how the splendid 
payeant was conducted through the city, and who recollect how great must have 
heen the forethongeht which provided for that display must have felt that it 
must have been a source of satisfaction to the late Lord Mayor, no less than to 
his colleagues, that the great labour they devoted to it had so great an issue, 
need hardly speak of that great work in connection with the position of Chief 
Almoner of England, which has been taken up during the last year no less 
worthily—-I may even say, without disrespect to them, even more worthily—than 
by his predecessors, in respect to those great funds which he has received for 
the charity of England, for the distress in the great Kmpire of India; for the 
Princess of Wales’s fund for the poor of London on the occasion of the Jubilee ; 
and the local fund for the relief of the agriculturists of Essex. (Cheers.) For 
these things we owe a great debtof gratitude. We shall not see our late Lord 
Mayor again guarding over the gritlin with his war horse. (Laughter.) Ile has 
descended from that horse. (Laughter.) He has sheathed the sword which he 
knows so well how to wield. But I can assure him, not only in the names of 
thoge for whom Tam now speaking, but on behalf of a far wider circle, that he 
will carry into private life the gratitude of his poorer fellow citizens for the 
eeryviees Which he has rendered them, (Lond cheers.) 

Sir who was warmly received, said: Tam deeply 
touched by the very kind things which the right hon, gentleman has been good 
enough to say of me, I have, it is true, got off my horse, but [trust T never 
rode the high horse at any time during my yearof office. T cannot help feeling 
to-night as though this was my benefit, because yesterday | played for the last 
time the part of Lord Mayor of London, which T have played night and day 
for twelve months to crowded houses. I shall never play that part again. Last 
night was positively my last appearance in that character. Circumstances, 
nevertheless, may induce me to olay ahumbler, though similar, character in the 
provinees, (Laughter.) Itis by no means an unusual circumstance for the 
followers of the sock and buskin, and therefore something .analogous might 
happen tome, who am so devoted to the City of London, and so deeply and 
warmly attached to its municipal hfe and work. | am deeply gratified to you, 


sir, for your praise of me as individual, but I am_ forced 
to recognise the fact that it 1s. praise devoted to the Chief 
Magistrate of the City of London even more than to the humble 


individual who stands before you. 1 am none the less grateful—deeply and 
profoundly grateful—not only to my colleagues and to those in high office who 
have stood by me during this eventful year, but also to the British public, who 


have so nobly come forward on every deserving occasion, and with their purse, : 


which seems absolutely without bottom, and with their generous hearts have 
repeatedly sustained every great charitable work which has emanated from the 
Mansion House during the year. The English race are fond of travelling, but, 
nevertheless, they always choose the quickest modes of conveyance. While 
expressing great satisfaction with their journey, it seems as though they coupled 
with the desire to attain the maximum speed an eager wish to reach their desti- 
nation. I venture to say that nothing passes with such rapidity as a year of 
niayoralty, but, looking back at the incidents of ny short trip, [am overwhelmed 
with a sense of gladness that I have arrived safely without a jarring incident to 
disturb its pleasant memories, 


Sir George Faudel Phillips, G.C.I.E., has received a letter fron Sir Francis 
Maclean, Chief Justice of India and Chairman of the Indian Famine Fund at 
Caleutta, in which the Committee express their deep sense of gratitude for the 
magnificent response which the people of the United Kingdom have so promptly 
made on behalf of their suffering fellow-subjects in India. Sir Francis Maclean 
adds: “I venture to express a hope—nay, more, I venture to think—that in 
days to come, when you recall the events of your brilliant and stirring Mayoralty, 
one of your most pleasant reminiscences may be that it was under your auspices 
that this deep stream of. your countrymen’s benevolence was directed to their 
sore] y stricken fellow-subjects in India—a thrifty, industrious, and most patient 
people, 


The Daily Mail voices general opinion with regard to the late Lord Mayor, 


in the following note: If he [the new Lord Mayor} does about half as well as 
Sir Faudel Phillips, he will do very well. Sir Faudel rose to a great occasion 
with extraordinary success, A combination of circumstances made his mayoralty 
the most remarkable of the last half-century. No great reforms. in municipal 
life date, itis true, from his accession to the civic chair. But then, the Lord 
Mayor is not expected to govern, but to reign. This Sir Faudel did with dignity, 
grace and kindliness.

fora Jewish Girls’ School in Jerusalem, and he thought they could congratulat, 
themselves that they had been able to pay for this largely out of their education 
fund, It was also satisfactory to know that they were contributing le. fd. per 
head towards the education of the children in their schools. Pt was pleasant 
that they were able to do so much for their poorer brethren, 

The Rev. Dr. Lowy said there bad been a lessening of persecution abroad 
but it still existed in some places, and where it did exist was as termble as in 
former times. Persia was a country where the Government were civilised but 
where thé people did ill to those of their faith. The Shah himself no doulst 
desired to + impartial and benevolent to all his subjects without distinction of 
creed, but the Mullahs were extréme m their ill-treatment of the Jews, Tharike 
to the excellent men who represented the British Government in Persia, thes 
would, he thought, soon be able to establish a school at ‘Teheran. ‘The Man.

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The Late Lord Mayor. 


On ‘Tuesday last, Lord Mayor’s Day, Sir George Faudel Phillips, the late Lord 
Mayor, was greeted by the crowds. watching the time-honoured procession from 
the Guildhall to the Law Courts with enthusiastic cheering along the entire 
route. At the Law Courts the Recorder, when introducing the new Lord Mayor 
to the Judges, referred in glowing phrases to the interesting and brilliant 
mayoralty of Sir'George Faudel Phillips in a most memorable year, Mr. Justice 
Mathew, in concluding his speech of congratulation to the Lord Mayor, said that 
he re-echoed every word that had fallen from the lips of the Recorder in regard 
to Sir George Faudel-Phillips. Personally, he said, he could not fail to recog- 
nise the retiring Lord Mayor's services to the country and to the State, and the 
splendid hospitality he had dispensed at the Mansion House. He could only 
express the sincere wish that the past Lord Mayor might live long to enjoy the 
honours conferred upon him. 7 | 

At the Banquet in the Guildhall, the Home Secretary, in proposing the toast 
of the Corporation, said: IT would further say one word or two in connec- 
tion, not with the collective toast of the Lord Mayor and the Corporation, but 
with the late Lord Mayor. (Cheers.) Tam confident that no Lord Mayor ever 
relinquished office leaving greater friendships: behind him than the late Lord 
Mayor has done. He has had a difficult year of office, but he had in one respect 
amost glorious year—the most memorable year, at all events, which we who are 
alive now know of in English history. All of us who saw how the splendid 
pageant was conducted through the city, and who recollect how great must have 
been the forethought which provided for that display must have felt that it 
must have heen a source of satisfaction to the late Lord Mayor, no less than to 
his colleagues, that the great labour they devoted to it had so great an issue, — I 
need hardly speak of that great work in connection with the position of Chief 
Almoner of England, which has been taken up during the last year no less 
worthily—I may even say, without disrespect to them, even more worthily—than 
hy his predecessors, in respect to those great funds which he has received for 
(he charity of Ienglend, for the distress in the great Empire of India; for the 
Princess of Wales's fund for the poor of London on the occasion of the Jubilee ; 
and the local fund for the relief of the agriculturists of Essex. (Cheers.) For 
these things we owe a great debt of gratitude. We shall not see our late Lord 
Mayor again guarding over the griflin with his war horse. (laughter.) He has 
descended from that horse. (lLaughter.) He has sheathed the sword which he 
knows so well how to wield. But JT can assure him, not only in the names of 
those for whom Tam now speaking, but on behalf of a far wider circle, that he 
will carry into private hfe the gratitude of his poorer fellow citizens for the 
ervices Which he has rendered them, (Lond cheers.) 

Sir Grorak who was warmly received, said: Tam deeply 
touched by the very kind things which the right hon, gentleman has been good 
enough to say of me. IT have, it is true, got off my horse, but [trast T never 
rode the high horse at any time during my year of office. T cannot help feeling 
to-night as though this was my benefit, because yesterday | played for the last 
time the part of Lord Mayor of London, which [ have played night and day 
for twelve months to crowded houses.

1 am none the less grateful—deeply and 
profoundly grateful—not only to my colleagues and to those in high oitice who 
have stood by me during this eventful year, but also to the British public, who 
have so nobly come forward on every deserving occasion, and with their purse, 
which seems absolutely without bottom, and with their generous hearts have 
repeatedly sustained every great charitable work which has emanated from the 
Mansion House during the year, The English race are fond of travelling, but, 
nevertheless, they always choose the quickest modes of conveyance. While 
expressing great satisfaction with their journey, it seems as though they coupled 
with the desire to attain the maximum speed an eager wish to reach their desti- 
nation. I venture to say that nothing passes with such rapidity as a year of 
mayoralty, but, looking back at the incidents of iny short trip, [am overwhelmed

The Rev. L. M. Simmons, LGL.B., the Hon, Secretary, submitted the Annual 
Report, in which it was stated that grants had been made. to various schools im 
foreign countries. After all disbursements there was a balance in hand of £ f00. 

The CHAIRMAN said the Association had two objects. One was the protec- 
tion of their brethren abroad who suffered from political persecution. tle was 
glad to say that since the formation of their society the persecution of the Jews 
in many places had been lessened. Russia, which had hitherto been the yvreat 
bugbear of their race, was now in a quiescent state so far as they were con- 
cerned, Roumania was still a very doubtful place, and they bad still very much 
difficulty in aiding their brethren there, who were subject to many persecutions. 
Still, they. endeavoured to protect them as well as they were able. The second 
object of the Association was the spread of education, and in that matter they 
had made great progress, They had succeeded in obtaining admirable quarters 
for a Jewish Girls’ School in Jerusalem, and he thought they could congratulat 
themselves that they had been able to pay for this largely out of their education 
fund, It was also satisfactory to know that they were contributing 10s, 7d. per 
head towards the education of the children in their schools. It was. pleasant 
that they were able to do so much for their poorer brethren. 

The Rev. Dr. Lowy said there had been a lessening of persecution abroad, 
but it still existed in some places, and where it did exist was as terrible as in 
former times. Persia was a country where the Government were civilised but 
where the people did ill to those of their faith. The Shah himself no doubt 
desired to be impartial and benevolent to all his subjects without distinction of 
creed, but‘the Mullahs were extreme in their ill-treatment of the Jews. Thanks 
to the excellent men who represented the British Government in Persia, they 
would, he thought, soon be able to establish a school at ‘Peheran. ‘The Man- 
chester Branch of. the Association was growing satisfactorily, but they must 
obtain more sympathisers and subscribers, for they wished to make progress. 
In particular the Association was desirous of doing all that was possible to. 
educate the Jewish girls—(hear, hear), One thing they had been able to do was 
the establishment of a college for the training of ministers and teachers in 
‘Turkey, and already six ministers had been sent out from the college, In regard 
to Russia there was a hope that the present Tsar, who was so closely related to 
the English royal family, would show more mercy and commiseration towards 
the Jews than his predecessors had done, They had a distinct hope that a 
better day was dawning for their unfortunate kinsmen in that land—(applause ),

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THE SCHOOL BOARD ELECTION. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
ll.. THE QUESTION OF ECONOMY. 


The lengthy manifesto which Mr. Diggle issued last July dealt with many 
subjects, but the main intention of its author was evidently to impress the 
public mind with a belief that the Progressive Party were pledged to a policy of 
reckless extravagance, and that, if economy were to be hoped for at all, it could 
be hoped for only when a Diggleite majority controiled the administration of 
the Board. By bringing a sweeping charge of extravagance against his opponents, 
Mr. Diggzle probably won the sympathies of a certain number of electors. It is 
true that the charge was made in the vaguest terms, and was not supported by 
any figures which offered a fair basis of comparison between one period of 
School Board administration and another. But the cry of economy is always 
popular, from whatever quarter it Inay come, | | 

The object of the present article is to show that the growth in School Board 
expenditure during the past few years is due, not to extravagance on the part 
of the Progressive Party, or of any other party, but to the simple fact that the 
School Board has now, for the first time, been brought within measurable distance 
of discharging its primary duty, which is to provide adequately for the educational 
necds of the children of London. 

The financial position can only be understood when figures for a particular 
year are placed before the reader. For the year 155-95, the last for which 
full and detailed accounts are available, the expenditure of tie School Board 
out of revenue was as follows :— |

[Lis easy, of course, for any critic when discussing expenditure of this magnitude 
to frighten the ratepayer. But the critic who wishes to prove that expenditure 
can be and should be reduced, must show one of twothings, He must show either 
that the money is carelessly handled, so that the ratepayers do not get good value 
for their expenditure, or that the facilities provided for education are greater than 
ure needed. Now,a glance at the tirst of the fizyures which are given above 
will show that by far the largest item of the Board’s expenditure is one in 
connection with which there can be no question of extravagance through 
adiuiinistrative incompetence. Mr. Diggle has’ laboured, it is true, to 
convince the electors that a sovereign expended by the Moderates goes a 
great deal farther than a sovereign spent by the Progressives. But, at 
any rate in connection with the expenditure on salaries, claims of 
this kind are out of place. The salaries of teachers are regulated by a 
lived scale, and it is obvious that the only methods by which a reduction of 
expenditure under this head can be effected, are alowering of the scale of salaries 
or a diminution in the number of teachers. Whether either of these measures is 
desirable, will be discussed later on. | 

As regards the second item, the expenditure involved in the provision and 
maintenance of school buildings, the facts are. not quite so simple. But it is fairly 
obvious that there dre only three ways in which expenditure under this head could 
be reduced, A less costly type of school building could be adopted. The rate 
at which additions are made to existing accommodation could be diminished. Or 
the sites for schools could be bought on more favourable terms. The first two 
alternatives will be discussed later. With regard to the third, it is probable that 
lmprovement might be effected. But, unfortunately, it appears that Mr. Diggle 
himself, in spite of all his experiences as Chairman of the Board, shows no more 
skill in buying sites than his opponents. Mr. Diggle’s opponents on the Board 
are fond of recalling the history of a site at Pimlico, which was bought by the 
Board in 1873 for £9,000, and was not utilised until 1805, when Mr. Diggle had 
been dethroned from the chairmanship. Other cases of the kind are freely 
brought up against Mr. Diggle by members of the Board, and not always by 
Progressive members, However, the question cannot be decided on isolated 
instances, and it is reasonable to assume, in spite of Mr. Diggle’s invective, that 
tly average level of business capacity is about the samo in the two parties on the 
Joard, I[t should be noted that, whereas Mr. Diggle writes to the 7'imes to 
accuse the present Board of being tainted with the “ Progressive policy of pro- 
fuse expeaditure,” and compares it uafavourably with the “strong administra- 
tion of the Board of 1891-4” (over which, of course, he himeelf presided), Sir 
Coarles Elliott, a man with a far wider knowledge of affairs than Mr. Diggle 
possesses, writes to the same journal that he finds in the present Board “a spirit 
of economy.” 

The three chief expedients, then, for the reduction of expenditure which pre- 
sent themselves, are as follows :—(1) Diminution of the rate at which new 
accommodation is provided, and lowering of the standard of school buildings ; 
(2) Reduction of the proportion of teachers to children ; (3) Reduction of the 
acale of teachers’ salaries. | 

A. SCHOOL ACCOMODATION, 

It is probable that very few of those who are at present engaged in active 
work in connection with the School Board have any exact knowledge of the 
facts as to schoolaccommodation in London. Probably it is the general belief 
that the accommodation is sufficient and has been so for many years. Even a 
cursory glance at any official statistics would show that this view is not entirely 
accurate. For example, Lord Londonderry’s statement, which attracted con- 
siderable attention some weeks ago, shows that, even according to the official 
method of calculation, there was never sufficient accommodation for the child 
population of London before the year 1888-89, that the annual deficiency for the 
years 1870-71 to 1887-68 varied from 270,000 to about 2,000 school places, that 
in the three years following 1888-89 the accommodation again fell below the 
requirements, and that from 1892-93 to the present time there has been an excess 
rising in 1896-97 to about 40,000 places, Now, if these figures could be relied 
on, it might be supposed that the School Board had at last overtaken the 
requirements of population, and that the only accommodation needed was that 
which was required to meet the annual growth of population. 

But, unfortunately, a closer study of official documents and statistics shows 
that Lord Londonderry’s figures do not represent the real state of things. In 
the first place, the official calculation excludes all children over 13 years of age : 
andin 1896 no less than 42,789 children over that age were attending public 
elementary schools in London. In the second place, a considerable proportion 
of the school accommodation included in the official calculations, is, as the

It was some 
time before the unsuccessful parents would leave the school. In the afternoon the crowd 
was so great that the teachers had to make a way, and hold it, from the gate into’ the 
school, for the scholars to pass, a general riot going on in the playground. 
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It is clear that, in the figures given above, only a few of the causes whic q 


render unavailable the accommodation nominally provided have been taken into

No doubt things are improving. On March 3let, 1895, four months after 
the end of Mr. Diggle’s © strong administration,” the deficiency calculated on the 
same basis as the figures just given was 45,987. On the 3lst March, 1804, when 
Mr. Diggle’s “strong administration” was at the height of its strength, the 
deficiency was 54,142. Taere is no need to multiply figures. Enough has been 
said to show that the difference between the earlier and the more recent Boards 
in respect of expenditure on school accommodation is chiefly due to the simple 
fact that the earlier Boards failed to discharge their duty, whereas recent Boards 
have discharged theirs, not indeed to the full, but at any rate with some approach to 
adequacy. The following figures are of some interest as showing the difference 


between the position of the Sshool Board in 1880 and in 1896. In 1880 the 4 


Board supplied accommodation for about 255,000 children, and left 119,10 un- 
provided for; in 1895 it supplied accomimodation for about 450,000; aad left 
only about 41,000 unprovided for, A return to the standard of expenditure of 


17 years ago would mean a return to an old and deplorable standard of @ 


inefiiciency. 


Want of space forbids any adequate discussion of the style of school @ 


building that is now followed. But any one who has visited a Board School wil 
admit that it shows no sign of undue expenditure on ornament or luxuries, The 


schools of the London Board are light, airy, and roomy. And the most con @™ 


scientious friend of the ratepayer would not wish them to be otherwise. 
B.—THE STAFFING OF THE SCHOOLS. 


The next subject to be considered is the possibility of effecting a saving of @ 


money by a reduction in the proportion of teachers to children.

The main items of the Board’s expenditure have now been considered. It 


as been shown that, even at the present time, the standard of efficiency attained 


by the Board is not a satisfactory one, seeing that accommodation is insuflicient, 
and that the Schools are seriously understaffed. It will be the business of the 
new Board to help to remedy these deficiencies, That work must be done, and 
the necessary money must be provided. Mr. Diggle is fond of discourses on 
economy, which give the impression that, if only he were returned to power, he 
would at once reduce the School Board rate. It is quite possible that he 
might reduce the rate—either by repeating hia old device of increasing to 65, 
or thereabouts, the average number of children assigned to each teacher, or by 
refusing to provide the additioual accommodation that London needs. In a rense 
such . policy would be an economical policy. But in an article intended for 
Jewish readers, whose feelings in favour of efticient education are known to be 
exceptionally keen, there is no need to point out the dangers arising from economy 
of that description.

What should be done or left undone by those who have at 
Action heart the amelioration of the position of the Jews in Russia ? 
inaction Are we to sit with folded hands, or are we to join in the 


movement which Mr. Arnold White invites for effecting 


the migration of Jews from the congested Pale to Armenia or elsewhere ? 


We print a mass of correspondence provoked by Mr. White, containing a 


‘refutation of his incidental observations which were in many instances 


singularly ill-advised. On the practical question, what to do, some 
authoritative lead is wanted before we can decide. If the Russian Govern- 
ment will give fuller earnest of its intentions to deal with the Jews with 
humanity and fairness, and if it is willing to accept help for the 
emigration of the Jews, no doubt any requisite funds can be placed at its 
disposal. Baron de Hirsch created an organisation to which we should 
naturally look for guidance in the matter. The Jewish Colonisation 
Association was formed for the express purpose of dealing with the 
emergency. It cannot be doubted that emigration saves a few from trouble, 
and gives a little more room for those who remain. Nor can it be doubtful 
that to supplement the Russian ‘schools by education from the West 
would also be a worthy task if it were -permitted to be 
practised with security. We all remember Baron Hirsch’s lost 
£100,000, which was -handed to M. Pobiedonostseff for Jewish edu- 
cation, and was ingenuously applied by the procurator of the Holy 


Synod to the culture of budding priests of the Orthodox Greek Church. ° 


Education, after all, is but a preparation for future life, and if the young 
chemists and electricians are sedulously excluded from employment, their 
instruction is of comparatively little benctit to themselves or the State. But, 
in any circumstances, a well-trained man will manage to exist when one who 
is worse-prepared for the battle of life will perish. The reform of the law is, 
however, what is wanted above all things. [xcept in a great exporting and 
importing country like England, the whole fabric of a city life reposes on the 
labour of the neighbouring rural population. ‘The lesson of the old picture in 
which the peasant is seen supporting on his shoulders the churchman, the 
soldier, the Sovereign, the trader, the teacher, is a true one, though it ignores 
the reciprocal advantages which the farmer receives from the classes he feeds. 
‘xcept in isolated colonies, where they prove most industrious labourers, the 
Russian Jews are, by law,exiled from the land. The capacity of the Christian 
agriculturists to absorb the goods manufactured or sold in the cities is neces- 
sarily limited, and when the limit is reached those citizens who cannot live by 
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renewal of the Ausgletch with Hungary. 
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traflic must starve. The Jewish citizens have not the alternative of betaking 
themselves to the land and thus supplying their own simple wants. Were the 
fetters removed from Jewish industry there would in a few years be no such 
yainful Jewish question in Russia, and the taxable wealth of the Empire would 
be indefinitely increased in value. 


. The King is dead, long live the King ?”’ is the proverbial 
cry on Lord Mayor’s Day, but rarely has the ruler at 
the Mansion House gone out of office amid more sincere 
expressions of regret and more unqualified approval of the 
good work which he and his family have done during their sojourn at the 
Mansion House, than on the present occasion. To Jews, it is particularly 
agreeable to remember that. this generally-acknowledged paragon of Lord 
Mayors is one of their own faith, and the great city residence has 
seen festivities and meetings in aid of Jewish charities and 
institutions, as well as for every other conceivable good purpose.

Members of thé jecomes more interesting each week. Some weeks ago,

Reichsrath, 2 leading member challenged the Prime Minister to a duel, 


after the fashion of a student in a Prussian University. . 


Rather more than a week ago, the whole German party, or rather the two German 
parties, interrapted the debates by clattering with the lids of their desks, like 
sshool-boys at the moment of the expiration of term time. Last Friday, there 
was a scene, from the account of which one might almost imagine that those 
who took part in it had gone back to a still earlier stage of their youth, and 
were enjoying a quarrel in the nursery—or in the gutter. 
said a member to the Vice-President, in the course of the debate on the 
“Yon ought to be shut up in a 
madhouse,” said another to an opponent. Other remarks reported by the 
Times correspondent were, You are a dishonest street cad,” you insult us 
you will get your ears boxed,” ‘We will thrash you if you are not quiet.” These 
pleasantries would seem, however, to have been among the mildest 
of those which were interchanged, 
to be unfit for reproduction. The only speech which is reported is that of 
Dr. Lueger, and one characteristic passage is, fortunately published in 
full—* The gentlemen,” said Dr. Lueger, referring to the German Nationalist 
Party, ‘appear to have dined too well. Of course that is no crime. [| 
have often taken too much myself, but on such occasions Parliament 
should be avoided.” The presence of Mark Twain, who was in the gallery 
throughout the evening, may be regard*’as almost providential. The 
discussion may be immortalised, Meanwhile, Jews all over Europe will 
watch the proceedings of the Reichsrath with continual interest. The 
two German anti-Semitic parties are not professed parties of disorder, 


which might indulge in buffoonery without damage to their repu- 
tation. They have pushed themselves into prominence by claiming to be 


the regenerators of the national morality and patriotism of Austria. They 
have allied themselves with the Clerical Party, which has pretensions as lofty. 
A body of men who belie their pretensions by such conduct as has been 
witnessed during the past few weeks in the Reiclsrath, and in the Vienna 
Municipality for many months, cannot but lose its influence even in Austria, 
the country in which Parliament is probably of less importance than in any 
other country in Europe. And it must be remembered that. the recent 
quarrels are quarrels, not between the anti-Semites and their opponents, but 
between one set of anti-Semites and another. Lueger is fighting and 
defaming Schonerer’s party in the Reichsrath, as Schonerer fought and dis- 
credited Lueger’s party in the Law Courts throughout the Vergani trial a 
few months ago. 


| It is not only personal repute that the anti-Semites have 
Austria, lost of late. Liven if their outward demeanour had been 
Hungary and that of serious politicians, basing their opposition to the 


Government on grounds of principle, their professed policy 
must have alienated all who are anxious for the preservation of the union 


_ between the various elements of the Austrian Empire—and in this class most 


statesmen in Kurope may be included. The German party, to which the 
anti-Semites belong, are fighting for the restoration of German predominance 
in Austria; and in so doing they are fostering at once the antagonism 
between German and Hungarian and between German and Czech. The discus- 
sion, in the course of which last Friday's scenes took place, is one which, but for 


the fact that the present Emperor is strong enough to override the Reichs- 


rath, might canse an immediate rapture between Austria and Hungary. The 
Ausgleich is, as everyone knows, the arrangement by which provision is made 
for the “‘common needs” of the two sections of the Dual Empire. It lays 
down the conditions under which the cost of the army, the navy, and the 
diplomatic service is met, and the Customs revenue is collected throughout 
the Empire and distributed between the Austrian and Hungarian treasuries.

they were more or less closely identified. No synagogue can point to such a 
number of enlightened laymen having occupied its pulpit at a period when an 
English sermon was somewhat of a rara avis. If the Western congregation 
was not the first to institute regular English preaching, its example certainly 
gave a stimulus to the delivery of English sermons in early days. It can 
undoubtedly claim that the first printed English sermon extant was 
preached in Denmark Court just eighty years ago. Nor was it only with 
respect to I:nglish sermons that the Western Synagogue was distinguished in 
former times as a prominent representative of liberal ideas. Its sympathy 
with the Reform Movement, as exemplified in the independent position it 
took upon the question of the Cherem, will ever redound to its credit. Such 
a history is worth relating at considerable length. It could hardly have 
fallen into better hands than those of Mr. Matthias Levy, whose close con- 
nection with the congregation from early youth has combined with life-long 
habits of research to render his treatment of the subject as sympathetic as it 
is learned. 


It would be well if the public-spirited example of Mr. Levy 
were followed by others. A series of such congregational 
histories would be of inestimable benefit to the annalist o! 
the future. In former times, the synagogue played a more 
conspicuous part in Jewish life than it does to-day, with the result that 
no small part of our communal history is locked up in these local records. 
A curious instance of this is referred to elsewhere ; the earliest minute-books 
of the Westminster Jews’ Free School, long supposed to be lost, are now 
shown to have been all along reposing among the archives of the N ester 
Synagogue. The two most important congregations from a historical 
point of view are those of Bevis Marks and Duke’s Place. VW e believe 
that the Rev. Dr. Gaster has in view a compilation of the history of 
the venerable community with which he is associated. [he archives 
of the (ireat Synagogue are only second in importance to those ol 
Bevis Marks. We hardly know a better object to which the cathedral place 
of worship could devote a portion of its surplus funds than to recording: the 
leading part it has played in the building up of the London Ashkenaz cot 
munity.

Mr. Maurice Jacobs writes to the Pall Mall Gazette from 31, Craven Road :— 

As the whole civilised world welcomes Mr. Gladstone's utterances on the great 
questions of the day, I beg to offer your readers his opinions on the Jewish question. 
They were expressed to me in an interview with the eminent leader of the Liberal party 
at All Souls’, Oxford (February 4, 1890), an account of which I contributed to the Pall 
Mall Gazete (Feb.uary 6, 1890), by Mr. Gladstone’s leave and with his subsequent 
approval. J have now reccived his kind permission to reproduce the following extract :— 

After expressing his approval of Dr. Déllinger’s “ Die Juden in Europa,” which he 
called “ a most gallant and chivalrous article, written when the agitation was at its height, 
with the object of making the agitation ashamed of itself,” “ I rejoice in.Mr. Déllinger’s 
resistance to anti-Semitism in Germany, I can bave no sympathy with a similar movement 
in France.” | 

“Ts there any likelihood,” I asked, “ of an anti-Semitic agitation in England ?”—“ I 


have not the least fear of an agitation against the Jews in England,’’ was Mr. Gladstone's 


reply. “ You might as well expect one against, the law of gravity.” My next question 
was whether Mr. Gladstone thought that the Jews of England had proved worthy of their 
political liberty. “Certainly ; in every respect,” he answered. 

Mr. I. Zangwill writes to the Daily Chronicle :— 

[ am sorry to trouble you again, but really the inevitable testimonial from Mr. 
(rladstone was scarcely necessary to show that Jews have “ proved worthy of their 
political hherty.” The very fact which you, Sir, cite against them, that they do not vote 
iv bloc for the Liberals who gave them this liberty, is just the proof that they have 
assimilated with Englishmen and share in their divided counsels. And surely it is better 
for the Liberals to have obviously done right for right’s sake than to be under the 
suspicion of having manufactured Liberal voters. The Jews have accepted the gift in 
the same large spirit In which it was granted. . 

Curiously enough, in the same breath, you charge them with »o/ having assimilated. 


But the truth is, precisely as Mr. Claude Montefiore contends, that there is no Jewish 


separateness (Save in the sense that, for the most part, they still marry among themselves, 
a habit of many centuries, that cannot be shaken off as imperceptibly as the religious 
ritualism that necessitated it). Outside the Synagogue, even if they attend it a few 
times a year, modern Jews, with an Aryan education, are much the same as their 
neighbours, a proof that, as a set of guiding ideas and ideals, Judaism has no hold. If 
Judaism were a living force. it would necessarily make all Jews have on» political 
attitude, not necessarily Liberal, quite possibly Conservative, perhaps even Socialist. I 
do not say which. But I do say that the same religious creed cannot permit mutually 
contradictory political attitudes. Of course, Christianity seems to do so unblushingly. 
But that is for Christians to explain. 

As the world goes, then, no country bas anything to fear and every country has much 
to gain from its Jews. There is no special Jewish policy or attitude. The care for 
Jewish ideals is left entirely to isolated thinkers. Jewish Members of Parliament do not 
represent anything but the ideas of Christian English constituencies. The Lord Mayor, 
who gocs out of office to-day, has imported no Judaism into the City, or even its banquets. 
There is no secret conspiracy of Jewish millionaires, only an open (Aryan) design of 
keeping the money in the family. And citizens being national wealth as much as coal or 
irop, Jews supply to every commonweal—that is clever enough to give them full rights 
—gifted and industrious inhabitants, enthusiastic patriots, who even, improvidently 
enough, relieve the State in great part from the burden of helping their poor and educating 
their children. In mediwval times, when an emperor wanted to be kind to a prince, he gave 
him permission to “ keep Jews” (Judaos hahere.) There isno better recipe for invigorating 
a decaying country, and I am quite sure, if all the persecuted Jews were encouraged to 
to flow into impoverished Italy or depopulated France, they would soon work wonders 
and rave about Italian unity or La Reranche. 

An eminent evolutionist told me the other day that the Jews are a civilised people 
who have evolved beyond the fighting stage. He did not know that, in barmony with 
current English ideas, and, under the spiritual impulse of Mr. Chamberlain, we English 
Jews are zealously fostering our military “development.” [ am myself in favour of 
conscription, and of Mr. Chamberlain marching out in person to punish the savages who 
have pre-ocenpied British territcry and delayed the Messianic day when the universal 
Horizon will be clouded with Camberwells and Kilburns and black with Birminghams. 


Dr. Schidrowitz writes to the Pall Mall Gazette commenting on Mr. Arnold 
White's statement that :— 

* Recent opposition to the celebration of Trafalgar Day, based on the plea of French 
sensitiveness, affurds an object-lesson of the manner in which a nation may be enervated 
by the fears of a few who hold so large a slice of the world in pawn that they tremble 
when Noglishmen openly rejoice at the memory of the thrashing that Nelson inflicted on 
the French. Some of the newspapers which opposed Nelson’s commemoration were owned 
and inspired by people who have not an English drop of blood in their veins, and whose 
claim to articulate English thought and feeling is neither more nor less than that of other 
domiciled aliens who are known for what they are. This manipulation of the Press by a 

handful of philosophic Semites, who have no more predilection for England than for 
H'rance, and who regard political questions from a pecuniary and cosmopolitan, and not 
from the British standpoint, is an evil which/exists, is growing, and must be abated.” 

Dr. Schidrowitz is not aware that Dr. Conan Doyle has not a drop of English blood 
in his veins, or that he is a Semite, who has no more predilection for England than for 
France. He adds: “If 1 remember correctly, it was that distinguished author who first 
(in a letter to the 7imes) proposed that instead of Trafalgar Day the anniversary of 
(the birth of Nelson should be celebrated.” 

Mr. Lucien Wolf writes :— 

Mr. Arnold White says that iy 1804 a financial boycott of Russia by the Jews was 
possible. It is a positive fact that it was not possible. ‘The loan was covered inany times 
over by French investors, irrespective of creed, anxious only to show their gratitude to 
the new ally of their country, and the result would have been equally the same if the loan 
had been issued by the Protestant Hoskiers instead of the Jewish Rothschilds, . Indeed, 
it is notorious that, if the Rothschilds had refused to take the loan, there would have been 
a terrible outcry against the Jews in France At one moment it was thought that they 
had refused, and the papers declaimed against the “ cosmopolitan house” which dared to 
:ubordinate the interest of the Franco-Russian Alliance to the interests of Israel. In 
order to still the clamour Baron Alphonse de Rothschild was actually compelled to admit 
certain journalists to his offices in the Rue Lafitte and demonstrate to them that his firm 
were still large holders of Russian securities. Somuch for Mr. White's statement of fact. 

His implication is more serious. He virtually alleges that. the Jewish contractors of 
the loan shut their eyes to the grievances of their brethren in Russia in order to make a 
movetary profit. It is difficult to find in the vocabulary of decent controversy a word 
which will adequately characterize this allegation. Obviously, Mr. White knows nothing 
of the communications which passed between Messrs. Rothschild and the Russian Govern- 
ment, and. yet he does not scruple to make his cruel and, I venture to gay, his 

I happen to know from the best 
sources, both Russian and Jewish, that his suggestion is absolutely false. I cannot say 
moe without violating confidences; but the fact that negotiations on the Jewish question 
were proceeding at the time Mr. White can ascertain for himself if he will read between 
the lines of two articles which appeared in the Jewish Chronicle of December 28th, 1894, 
and which were commented upon in leading articles by most of the London newspapers 
of the day, including the Pall Mall Gazette, 

It may be suid that the negotiations were sterile. Those who have a better inside 
acquaintance with the Jewish Question than Mr. White might, with good reason, contest 
that view. But even if they were, even if Russia made specious promises to the Jews on 
that occasion, the circumstances were such as to warrant the Rothschilds in accepting the 
contract for the loan. On previous occasions when the pessecutions were in an acute stage 
they had refused Russian loans; but when this particular loan was issued a new Tsar had 
ascended the throne, and obviously there were signs of a milder policy. I need only refer 
to the striking changes made at the time in the Governorships of Warsaw and Kieftf, and 
to the energetic propaganda in favour of religious liberty set on foot in the Russian press 
by Prince Uchtomski, one of the most intimate friends of the new Tsar,

The Russian Jew is not “ avowedly alien.” He is externally and artificially declared to 
be analien. In Roumania it requires an Act of Parliament to make him jf an alien, 
notwithstanding the Treaty of Berlin. No Jew in any country in the world is an alien 
by choice. In England, where we have been born and bred for many generations, th: 
imputation is beneath contempt. In the life time of the late Baron Hirsch, Mr. Arnold 
White accepted a position in his service in connection with the Baron's scheme for the 
colonisation of Russian Jews During that period Mr. White was a faithful and, I believe, 
an eflicient worker in the task that he undertook. Since the death of Baron Hirsch, 
however, Mr. Arnold White appears to have thrown off the mask which then 
concealed his personal antipathy towards the Jewish race and religion. We all know that 
there are here and there isulated cases of Englishmen, nominally Christian, who approve 
of the barbarous treatment of the Russian and Roumanian Jews, and who have an 
insidious sympathy with Continental anti-Semitism. They are generally persons of the 
class who are found to blackball at a club a person who is a Jew as such. They do not 
venture to air their ignorant prejudices in the public prints. We English Jews have 
sufficient confidence in the common sense and the justice of our fellow-countrymen to be 
absolutely indifferent to such persons. Nevertheless, we, “ being hurt by no persecution,’ 
are jealous for the cause of our persecuted coreligionists abroad.

Ile considered that some 
restriction should be placed upon the present mode of admitting proselytes. 
Uf late they had been admitted wholesale, and that was undesirable. He at 
‘irst declined to withdraw his motion, but subsequently said he would withdraw 
itconditionally that a special sub-Committee should be appointed to consider the 
matter and a promise be given that no further case be entertained until that 
ommittee had brought up a report.—The Rev, Dr, Abrahams declined to give 
any such promise, He asked for the unconditional withdrawal of the motion. 
—The President stated that no proselytes had been admitted except those men- 
tioned in the last Annual Report. He suggested that a sub-Committee should 
be appointed consisting of the Rev. Dr. Abrahams as Chairman, two members 
in favour and two members opposed to the motion. This suggestion was 
ultimately adopted, and the following gentlemen were appointed to form the 
Committee, viz.: Rev. Dr. Abrahams, Messrs. 8S. L. Solomon, M, A. Alexander, 
A. D, Hart, and Joel Barnet. This Committee is to consider the whole matter, 
and power is given to them to confer with delegates from the other congrega- 
tlons as well as to hear the views of other persons whom they may invite to 
express their views on the subject.—The Rev. Dr. Abrahams expressed himself 
satisfied with this, and thereupon tore up his letter of resignation which he held 
in his hand.—The ordinary business was then proceeded with.

of the Committee of the Westminster Jews’: Free School; and was once 
(‘hurchwarden of St. George's, Hanover Square. He isa.J.P. for the county of 
Middlesex, and a very zealous and energetic member of the weekly Board of the 
Middlesex Hospital.

The Anti-Semites in Austria.

VIENNA, Novy. 8TH, 

The struggle between Lueger and Schinerer, i¢., between the Christian 
Social and German National anti-Semites is becoming more acute. The friendly 
attitude which Lueger has taken up towards Count Badeni, the Premier, and 
which he was obliged to do out of gratitude for his confirmation as Burgo- 
master, has aroused great displeasure among the German population. This 
displeasure has manifested itself in the defeat of Vergani, Lueger’s favourite 
journalist, at an election at Krems, for the Landtag, a district where he was 
elected six months ago; by the fact that Vergani did not venture to stand 
as candidate for the district which elected him for the Reichsrath six months 
ago; and finally, by the crushing defeat of the Christian Socialists in our 
neighbouring “cure” place Baden, where even their leader and Reichsrath member 
Foller was rejected. | 
this conflict betwesn the adherents of Luever and Schinerer. 

The violation of the Constitution with respect to appointmnts as magis- 
trates and judges has been emphasised in an immense petition, which has within 
‘recent days been presented to Parliament by Jewish law randidates in Galicia. 
[nthis petition it is shown that in many years in Galicia the applications of 
Jews for admission to the career of magistrates have been rejected in conse- 
quence of their religion. Mention is made of one case where the Reporter 
endorsed the application with the word “ Zydek ” (young Jew). Yesterday and 
to-day the Jewish Member of Parliament, Dr. Byk, brought the circumstance to 
the notice of the Polish Club, requesting that when coming before the Petition 
Committee, the petition should be referred for report to the Polish Deputy, Dr. 
Pietak, Dr. Byk availed himself of this opportunity to ask permission. to 
interpellate the Grovernment on the excesses committer by soldiers on Jews in 
Tarnow and Premy, This is the same interpellation about which [ spoke six 
weeks ago, but Dr. Byk and the other five Jewish Deputies from Galicia who 
are members of the Polish Club could not screw up suflicient courage, and they 
have only been moved to take action through expressions of public opinion, and 
particularly the sharpcriticisms of the We/t, The discussion was adjourned late 
on Saturday, and was to have been resumed to-day, but the meeting was not 
held.

“The basis was 
laid down ina memorandum which was prepared: last summer by a Committee, 
and presented by the President of the community. ‘This memorandum recom- 
mended the establishment of labour institutions and of distriet: organisations 
for crantiny relief, 


A correspondent writes: Et does not happen very often that Nemesis the 
terrible reaches so completely its victim, as was the case with Dr. Lueger. This 
anti-Semitic demagouue received his punishment in one of the. last sittings of 
the Austrian Parhament. His former best friends and co-anti-Semitie leaders, 
even Schonerer, hurled the most violent Imprecations at him. Infamous 
scoundrel, miserable hound, traitor, drunken panderer, were the mildest of the 
insults which were hurled against hin. And foaming at the mouth, pale, he 
stood there, unable to make himself heard, and piteously asking the President 
to protect him, Gracehos de seditione queventes, 

The Vienna correspondent of the Dai/y Mail writes » Anti-Semitism knows 
no bounds here. The latest phase of it is peculiar, At the political conferences 
at Innsbruck and Bozen the reporters of the Neue Freie Presse were refused 
admission because they were Jews employed by a Jewish newspaper. This is 
specially remarkable, as the Neue Freie Presse isi strong supporter of the-poliey 
of obstruction to which the Progressive party has committed itself. ‘here is 
now hardly any political party in Austria which has not been compelled by the 
popular hatred of the Jews to adopt a more or less anti-Semitic pe 
oramme, Even among the Social Democrats there is an influential section which 
objects to Jews holding positions of trust in the party, 


London County Council Licenses.—The Licensing Committee of the 
London County Council sat on Wednesday for the purpose of considering apphi- 
‘ations for licenses. Mr, Frank Moss applied for a music and dancing license 
for the King’s Hall, Commercial Road.—Mr. Rose-Innes, who appeared in sup- 
port of the application, explained that the license was desired because, the place 
being used for Jewish weddings, it was desirable in connection with the inno- 
cent festivities indulged in on such occasions. He understood that no application 
had been made to enable intoxicating liquors to be sold.—Mr., E}liott : Did you 
ever know of a Jewish wedding at which there were not intoxicating liquors ?— 
Mr. Rose-Innes said it was hoped that the consumption of intoxicating liquors 
would not be prohibited, alfhough personally he had not had the pleasure of 
attending such a ceremonial. ‘lhe people who used the place were all Jews, 
and intemperance was practically unknown amongst them.—The music license 
was granted, with the condition that no intoxicating liquor should be sold or 
consumed on the premises, but the dancing license was refused,

For the first time in its history, Norwich has elected a Jew as one of its 
two chief civie officers, Mr. Alfred Haldinstein having, on ‘Tuesday last, 
in accordance with our paragraph last week, been chosen unani- 
mously by the Corporation as Sheriff for the ensuing year. Mr. 
Haldinstein, who has been President of the Norwich Hebrew Congregation 
for the past ten years, is head of the firm of P. Haldinstein and Sons, shoe 
manufacturers, of Norwich, London, Leicester and Wymondham, which employs 
some thousands of hands, and does business in all parts of the world. The 
founder, Mr. Philip Haldinstein, retired from the firm many years ago, but is 
still living in Norwich, and is one of its most respected citizens, The new 
Sheriff married in 1802 the daughter of Mr. Lewis Emanuel, of London. Mr. 
Alfred Haldinstein last year became Chairman of the Norfolk Daily Standard 
Company, Limited.

The Rev. J. F. Stern on the Needs of the 
East End. 


Mr. H. S, Lewis presided at the meeting of the East London Jewish Com- 
nunal League on Sunday evening last, when the Rev. J. F. Stern lectured. Mr. 
ser said that he had been announced to lecture on the Growth of Elementary 
‘Education, but Mr. Bruce had gone thoroughly into the subject on the recent 
ceasion when he addressed them, and the members having doubtless heard a 
reat deal lately about schools, he proposed for a change to deal with the schules, 
He then traced the rise and growth of the various synagogues in London, going 
back to 1055, when, in the time of Cromwell, the Jews returned to this country, 
‘ealing exhaustively with the history and growth of the United Synagogue.

i) to now even the proverbial mouse had not come forth. Inthe West End the 
yuagovues had no less than twelve ministers, in the City there were five, and 
the East End, two. Another synagogue had been opened in Hackney, which 
it had reason to believe would prove to be acentre for good work.

A Portion of the Work in the East End. 


[FROM A OORRESPONDENT. | 


On Tuesday afternoon, passing through Stepney Green, my attention was 
drawn to a small crowd of poorly-dressed women and children standing outside 
the gates of the East London Synagogue, each one bearing a parcel of clothing. 
Being of a curious turn of mind, | wended my way up'the approach into the 
committee room, where I found the Rev. J. F. Stern, surrounded by a much 
larger group of women, all of whom were anxiously turning over piles of new and 
second-band clothing, Mr. Stern himself being hard at work filling up some 
vouchers which were on the table. It was the first day of the distmbution of 
clothes and boots to the needy Jewish families in the district. At Stepney 
Synagogue, it appears, there are two mothers’ meetings held weekly, on Tuesdays 
and Wednesdays, that on the former day being presided over by Mrs, Stern, Mrs. 
Louis Joseph, Mrs. Morris Cohen, and Miss Ste rn, the Wednesday's meeting being 


cared for by Mrs. EK. Woolf, Mrs. F. W. Alexander.and Miss Pyke. Dress and other 


material is bought cheaply by the organisers at a large draper's in the district, and 
an accountis opened at the committee room with each member, who paysin asmall 
sum weekly. At the meetings, they employ their time in making up the material 
into garments, which when completed, are sold to the members at the original 
cost price, but the articles are not allowed to be taken away until fully paid for 
This gathcring on Tuesday, however, represented those who were annble to pay 
even these weekly instalments, and it was impossible to sit with complacency as 
one heard the pitiful stories told of the struggle for existence. Any fear of 
Imposition which might arise ina visitor's mind, would be quickly dispelled on 
observing the thorough knowledge of the condition of each recipient's affairs 
which Mr, Stern exhibited. The more the Kast End of London with its Jewish 
Inhabitants is studied, the deeper is the knowledge not of the misery that exists, 
so much as the effort to live withont causing the poverty to be known to the 
world. Here was one woman with five children all at school, the father earning 
Ios, a weck, and this was only one case out of many, The boots were provided 
by that admirable institution, the Jewish Schools’ Boot Fund, ably superintended 
by Mrs, Hyamson, Unfortunately, the demand in both departments is much 
greater than the supply, and if any are desirous of assisting a well-deserving 


charity even without putting their hands into their pockets, they cannot do_ 


better than send their cast-off clothing to Mr, or Mrs. Stern.

The annual general meeting of the Birmingham Jewish Working Men's 
Kducational Institute was held on Sunday in the large school room, Singer’s 
Hill. Mr. Henry Davis, President, who occupied the chair, moved the adoption 
of the report and balance sheet. The report stated that the income from all 
sources had been £59 11s, 10d., while the expenditure amounted to £56 2s. &d. 
The number of subscribers was 175, as compared with 183 last year. The Com- 
mittee acknowledge the receipt of a donation of £7 10s. from the Birmingham 
Jewish Charities’ Aid Society. The classes had met during the year 41 times on 
Sundays, and 40 times on Mondavs, the average attendance being 24 and 15 
respectively. The teaching staff had worked with energy and enthusiasm. The 
Committee place on record their high appreciation of the valuable services 
rendered by Mr. P. H. Levias honorary teacher during the year., They appeal 
to the subscribers to use their influence to get their foreign coreligionists, who 
have an imperfect knowledge of the English language, to attend the class. Mr. 
Davis said 1t was a pity that more did not avail themselves of the opportunity 
afforded to learn the English language. All would agree with him in saying that 
it was a very great advantage to be able to read the splendid books which were 
written in English, and also to write. It was impossible to over-estimate the 
great value of reading and writing, even in business alone. Mr, Davis then 
pointed out to the pupils that there was nothing too high for them to aspire to, 
and instanced cases in which men had risen from the ranks to the highest posi- 
tions. He appealed to them to assist the Committee in inducing others to join 
the classes.—The Rev. G. J, Emanuel, in seconding the resolution, said that the 
vreat influx of young men into Birmingham of late years had not materially 
increased the number attending the class, He joined with Mr. Davis in asking 
the pupils to influence their friends and fellow-workmen to attend the classes, 
and pointed out the endless pleasures to be obtained by those who could read 
and write the English language fluently. The report and balance sheet were then 
adopted.— Mr. David Hollander proposed the re-election of Mr. Henry Davisas 
President, Mr. M. L. Dight as Vice-President, and Mr. Lionel Barnettas Treasurer 
and Secretary, which was seconded and carried. The Committee elected were ;

J = and 8S, M.-Levi—Mr. Henry Davis then'took advantage of the meeting 
to refer to an article which appeared in an issue of the Evening Standard of last 
month with reference to the landing of some Thessalian refugees in 

Ingland, declaring them to be as offensive as the Russian Jews, 
although perhaps not so dangerous. He had replied to that article, 
but ry ipdceae | his letter had not been inserted. He had pointed out therein 
that the responsible managers of Judaism in this country adopted every possible 
measure to improve the moral condition of every Jewish person in the country, 
and had gaudy he thought, that the insulting remarks made in that paper were 
all justified by the results attained by Judaism in England. The Jewish 
educational progress here was in such a state that it could not be denied that 
everything had been done that could improve it. He had mentioned in his 
letter the Jews’ Free School in Bell Lane, where over 3,000 children were being 
continually educated, of whom 90 per cent. were foreigners, notwithstanding 
which the school was one of the very first in England to be exempt from 
examination by H.M. Inspectors. This example had been followed by other 
Jewish schools in London, Manchester, Liverpool, and their own schools in 
Birmingham, and the result showed conclusively that Jewish schools were far 
above the average of other schools, Having dwelt upon educational 
matters, he next gave some remarkable facts as regafds the favour- 
able comparison between Jewish criminals and the criminals of 
other races, which he attributed to the superior education of Jewish children. 
For an example he had taken Manchester, which as the second largest community 
in England gave a just comparison, and he had found on examining the prison 
registers there that during the last five years only 99 Jews had been charged, of 
whom ‘0 had received sentences ranging from seven days to two months showing 
how trivial the majority of the cases were. More remarkable still was 
the fact that out of these 99 cases there was not a single one re-committed, 
Similar conditions applied to the Jewish communities of London and Birming- 
ham, Another thing which he attributed to Jewish educational progress 
in England, was that they thereby made the Jews not only more honest but 
more hard-working, which was well evidenced by the fact that in the East End 
of London where the J lens promos is 18 per cent. of the total population, only 
1 yg cent. were paupers which compared most favourably with the remainder, 
All these facts went to prove that the foreign Jew was not as offensive or 
Gangerous as he was represented to bé, and that he set an example which might 
be followed with advantage by many in this country. Mr. Davis then referred 
to Mr. Arnold White's articles on the Jews, in which assertions were made 
without the slightest attempt to prove them. He (Mr. Davis) contended that 
there was no Jewish question at all, there was a Christian question. He sug- 
gested that there should be an assembly of the dignitaries of the Church to 
consider what could be done to remedy the persecution of a race that did no 
harm, and who believed in the one great God. It was a disgrace to Christianity. 
Let them alter this state of things and there would be no Jewish question at
